Dodd suffered

degree 
burns when the burning roof of 
an auto shelter fell on him as he 
was endeavoring to move a car, 
parked underneath, to safety. 
He was brought here for first 
aid at Dr. I. W. Lynn’s office and 
later taken to the Casita hospital 
at Indio where he is now in a se­ 
rious condition. 
A strong wind which whipped 
the flames 
tow ard 
the 
school 
house prom pted Mrs. Cable to 


act but 
fortunately 
the school 
was not seriously threatened.

These have been warned, the 
chief said, but 
the period of 
gTace is now at an end. 
Many have been ignoring the 
measure, it was said, and these 
face the possibility of a trip to 
city court and a fine.

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As a general news item the dis- 
asterous fire at the DeLuxe Trail, 
er Park is something for the edi­ 
tor of The Desert Sun to make 
use of. 
After each fire in our commun­ 
ity, there are a few residents so 
wrought up about our woeful lack 
of fire fighting equipment that 
they have much to say about it 
and you will hear plenty of “why 
don't they." 
There is one sure way to have 
some improvement along this line 
and that is to form a fire district. 
The first effort was made about 
three years ago and after maps 
were drawn and the wording of 
the petition was passed on, it was 
circulated and signed. The law 
requires only fifty signatures of 
resident tax paying owners. But 
when the County Clerk’s office 
and that of the Assessor got 
through 
with 
the 
petition, 
it 
wouldn’t pass. Some voted at 
othef places and so were not con­ 
sidered residents here, some were 
not legal owners because they 
were paying on contracts, etc. An­ 
other fire brought out another pe­ 
tition and when it was about 
ready to be presented last year we 
were advised there was a possibil­ 
ity of the state placing a fire sta­ 
tion here that would not be placed 
here for our local benefit but cer­ 
tainly would be available. 
This prospect to the local tax 
payers seemed so good that the 
petition was held up but to date 
the “wheels’’ seem to turn so 
slowly. Effort has not ceased and 
I have a four page letter dated 
the 15th of this month from James 
W. Kyle in which he recounts his 
experience in traveling from of­ 
fice to office in the county court 
house to check on various mat­ 
ters that concern Cathedral City. 
There is this one paragraph 
about the fire protection effort: 
“As to the fire station, I could 
not find out anything definite in 
Riverside; I must write to Mr. 
Thomblin to learn the present 
status of the fire station plan." 
Not much to be sure, but an ef­ 
fort is being made. 
In the meantime we can do 
two things here. One is to have 
more people who live here take 
an interest in what we have now 
to fight fire with. Learn how to 
operate our chemical fire equip­ 
ment. The second is to show some j 
very definate appreciation of the , 
fine neighborly spirit of Chief 
Bill Leonesio and his volunteer 
crew for coming out here from 
Palm Springs.

When 
the 
first automobiles 
came chugging up Main Street in 
the home town of the Country 
Lawyer, driving the horses up the 
telephone poles and raising an 
intolerable dust, they overturned 
the old order of country life with 
the violence of an invading army. 
It is of these turbulent days 
when sparkplugs and miles-per- 
gallon were first becoming cur­ 
rent in Phelps, N. Y., that Bel­ 
lamy Partridge is writing in “Ex­ 
cuse My Dust,” the last in the 
“Country Lawyer” — "Big Fam­ 
ily”. Many of the favorite Part­ 
ridge characters are in the nar­ 
rative, while the main character 
is young, ambitious Tom Hunter, 
the bicycle and automobile me­ 
chanic around whom the story is 
built. 
New blood was slowly replac­ 
ing that of the old generation 
whose motto was “What was good 
enough for my father is good 
enough for me.”

somewhat to the pleasure and

Here we see Tom Hunter put­

HIGHER STANDARDS 
URGED FOR CHEER LEADERS 


Embarrasment experienced by 
a large number of Palm Springs 
high school students during the 
assembly on October 14, did not 
occur without reason. 
We had the unusual privilege 
and high honor of having as our 
speaker, on that day, an athletic 
coach of great renown—“Je ff’ 
Cravath. All students were pleas­ 
ed and encouraged by his sin­ 
cere talk. But, after Mr. Greeley 
read the amendment to our Con­ 
stitution concerning the election 
of cheer leaders, students were 
uneasy because their distinguish­ 
ed guest was present to hear the 
low scholastic standards for cheer 
leaders announced. 
One section of the proposed 
amendment stated that the par­ 
ticipants must have a “D” in at 
least three subjects, not including 
Physical Education. When that 
phrase was spoken, several, in 
fact many, students were humili­ 
ated. 
We had before us a coach of 
university athletics who had just 
told us the requirem ents for the 
boys under the V-12 program. 
They can not have a “D” in any 
science, mathematics or naviga­ 
tion course, if they are to con­ 
tinue with such studies. 
Are we going to let people 
hold responsible positions in our 
school who can not even gain a 
“C” or “average grade” in their 
high school courses? By letting 
students hold office, who have 
time to participate in activities 
outside of school but who can not 
help raise the scholastic standard 
during the school hours, we lower 
the prestige of Palm Springs high 
school. 
We wish to make an appeal to 
the students to change the eligi­ 
bility requirements from “D” in 
three subjects to a “C” in at least 
three subjects. We should have 
quality in the extra-curricular ac­ 
tivities, and to get this quality we 
must have able and conscientious 
leaders. It is relatively easy for a 
school to develop a reputation for 
strong activity in its extra-cur­ 
ricular programs; it is much more 
difficult for a school to build a 
reputation for excellence in both 
its extra-classroom projects and 
its academic achievements. Let’s 
insist that our cheer leaders be 
something 
more 
than 
campus 
zanies.

Museum Exhibits 


During First Week 


Since the M useum opened its 
doors last Saturday, it has been 
very well attended, both by resi­ 
dents of Palm Springs and tran ­ 
sient visitors, the latter being 
much more num erous than was 
expected. 
In the afternoon, special pro­ 
gram s have been offered for the 
children, and in the evenings, mo­ 
tion pictures have been shown 
for all comers. All these pictures 
have to do w ith plants, animals, 
or scenery: in general term s, w ith 
the out-of-doors. Some good mov­ 
ies of desert life show th e Side­ 
w inder (of w hich there is a living 
specimen in the Museum), the 
Gila m onster, the Roadrunner, the 
Kangaroo Rat, and num erous oth­ 
er creatures. The Gila m onster 
is not found in California bu t the 
Museum has a live one brought 
in from Arizona. It is a large and 
very peculiar lizard, w hich feeds 
on eggs; and though it is the only 
poisonous lizard in the world, it 
is not really dangerous. 
The M useum, w hich is in the 
L ibrary building, is small, so that 
on>ly a part of its collections can 
be shown at one time. It is sup­ 
ported by the subscriptions of 
interested persons. Some of the 
exhibits w ere lent by the San 
Diego M useum of N atural H ist­ 
ory; the buildings of this insti­ 
tution w ere taken over by the 
Navy for a hospital, so th a t the 
exhibits had to be removed, much 
to the regret of the people of San 
Diego.

Molasses is a sticky subject. 
There are 355,000,000 gallons of 
molasses potentially available in 
the Caribbean area; in Cuba, San­ 
tiago, and Porto Rico. The Of­ 
fice of Economic W arfare made 
this estimate a few days ago and 
pointed out that this alcohol was 
urgently needed 
in the United 
States for both 
munitions and 
synthetic rubber programs. 
Consumers 
are interested be­ 
cause this molasses, if shipped to 
the United States, would release 
50 000,000 barrels 
of wheat for 
food or feed. 
That 
amount of 
wheat is enough to provide - 'Y 
million men, women and children 
with bread for one year, or to 
provide enough feed for the pro­ 
duction of 375,000,000 pounds of 
pork. It could be translated just 
as easily into poultry 
or beef­ 
steaks. 
In recent months about 5 mil­ 
lion gallons have been shipped 
monthly from Cuba, on smaller 
boats. 
A sufficient number of. 
tankers has now been allocated 
to move all the off-shore molas­ 
ses supply. 
A WSA representa­ 
tive said in so many words, “The 
shipping shortage is not an ob­ 
stacle at this time.” 
The reason is entirely one of 
price. War agency officials have 
decided that they 
cannot move 
this molasses to the United States 
until it has been purchased by 
the Defense 
Supplies 
Corpora­ 
tion. 
The price offered by DSC 
to the owners of the molasses in 
Cuba and Porto 
Rico is below 
that prevailing for molasses in 
the mainland markets. 
This decision to move the mo­ 
lasses only after it has been pur­ 
chased by the DSC 
is an arbi­ 
trary decision. The current price 
ceiling on molasses, in Louisiana

and Florida is 18 cents per gal­ 
lon. This is the ceiling price set 
by the OPA. The DSC is offer­ 
ing only 5% cents per gallon for 
the Cuban supply and was offer­ 
ing less than that for the Porto 
Rican molasses. The farmers have 
taken the position that they will 
not sell, in view 
of 
the much 
higher prices being paid for mo­ 
lasses produced on the mainland. 
Their position is understandable. 
In spite of protests, DSC refuses 
to yield. 
As a result of this 
confusion 
and delay, the alcohol distilleries 
of the United States continue to 
use grain for the manufacture of 
alcohol, seriously cutting into the 
supply of food stuffs for cattle, 
poultry and hogs, 
and into the 
supply of wheat for consumers in 
the United States. The release of 
50 million bushels of wheat is 
not a small thing in view of the 
critical shortage of food in the 
United States. 
Until the DSC 
agrees to ap­ 
proximate prices between the 
mainland 
and 
the 
Caribbean 
areas, or until 
the 
Caribbean 
farmers give in and 
sell their 
molasses for a third of what they 
could get on the mainland, the 
molasses will 
remain where it 
has been grown and the alcohol 
distilleries will continue to use 
grain. 
Storage 
facilities 
have 
been exhausted in Porto Rico and 
the molasses is being poured into 
ditches for lack of suitable stor­ 
age space. Millions of other gal- 
lans are being used for the man­ 
ufacture of gin and rum in the’ 
islands instead of being utilized 
to save grain for 
human con- 
smuption. 
The responsibility for this mud­

and Coast G uard, who are eligible 
under the program for medical 
and hospital m aternity care w ith­ 
out cost to the family. Sim ilarly, 
any infant und er one year whose 
father is a service man in these 
grades is entitled to medical and 
hospital care for serious illness. 
The

care through pregnancy and the 
post-partum period as w ell as at 
delivery. 
In Palm Springs, a pre-natal 
clinic for arm y wives was recently 
inaugurated and is being con­ 
ducted w eekly at the USO hospi­ 
tality house on Tam arisk road. 
“T he doctors in California as­ 
sisting in this program ,” said Dr. 
Fox, “are rendering a distinct ser­ 
vice as the fees set by the U. S. 
Childrens B ureau are lower than 
the am ounts usually charged.” 
Dr. W ilton L. Halverson, D irec­ 
tor of the State D epartm ent of

"The care is provided as a right, 
not charity, to w ives and infants 
of service m en in low paid brack­ 
ets,” Dr. H alverson declared. “The 
purpose of the program is to pro­ 
tect the health of wives and 
babies of service m en by provid­ 
ing adequate m edical care and so 
relieve m en in th e arm ed forces 
of the p art of the w orry for the 
w elfare of th eir fam ilies.”
